Hail Suppression Report oor 


(Following is a report from the 
hail suppression company which is 
operating from a site just west of 
Didsbury. The project covers por- 
tions of the Municipal Districts of 
Mountain View, Kneehill and Rocky 
View.) 

Two operations were conducted 


for hai] suppression during the 
week of August 2nd to 8th. 


Sunday, August 2nd was a day 
that gave extensive hail damage 
over large, Alberta. A cold front 
moved down from the north of Ed- 
monton during midafternoon, ac- 


companied by swaths of severe 
hail. These storms moved across 
the front, leaving damage in at 
least six different areas between 
Edmonton and the US. border. 
There were two major areas of 
hail that affected the hail suppres- 
sion project. One swept across the 
country from north of Sundre, 
swinging south of Olds, over Sun- 
nyslope and then in an easterly 
direction. Reports indicate 100% 
damage north of the project and 
through Sunnyslope about four 
miles wide. While there was severe 
damage throughout the storm, re- 
ports indicate a lessening of the 


severe damage as it progressed 
through the area, 

About one hour later, a storm 
moved into the area from. the 
Water Valley-Cremona districts, 


doing extensive damage in an area 
south and west of Crossfield. It 
then caused interimment damage 
as it crossed the project. 

Earlier in the day a storm crossed 
the southern fringe of the hail 
suppression area, giving no reporte 
ed damage. 

To date ground operators have 
operated over 5000 hours, consider- 
ably more than at the same date 
last year. During the past week 
95 inches of rainfall have been re- 
corded at the hail suppression of- 
fice at Didsbury.

War Is A Terrible Thing. . . 

We did not see all the Viscount Montgomery 
series on TV, but we did see most of his final show. 
He released one bit of information that was not gen- 
erally known. When questioned about the conflict 
over the Normandy landings and the differences of 
opinion that arose between the British commander 
and the American generals, he explained that the 
first conflicts arose when the American generals ac- 


cused him of not carrying his share of the landing 
battles. 


We were always of the opinion that it was Mont- 
gomery who accused the Americans of not carrying 
out their share of the battle. Generals Patton and 
Bradley both wrote very scathingly of Montgomery at 
this time. Other than to put matters straight, we can 
see no good in re-hashing all these differences, but 
Montgomery certainly has the right to defend his 
actions. 


Montgomery in his last broadcast admitted that 
he deliberately built himself into a “character” in 
order to instill confidence into the men he was lead- 
ing. He left the question in no uncertain terms that 
he considered himself the supreme commander in the 
fields where he led his soldiers into battle. While he 
was a professional soldier, he does not hesitate to say 
that war is a very terrible thing, but sees no immedi- 
ate end to wars. 

One of his greatest regrets now seems to be that 
he has lost the friendship of President Eisenhower. 


Thousands of his followers will now wonder if it 
was worth the candle to put his own World War II 
memoirs into print and circulation. But after all, he 
did take the surrender of the major German military 
forces, the original document of which he keeps in his 
own possession as long as he lives, then to be deposit- 
ed with national war memoirs.

It is not too early to think about 
harvest, and as one drives 


well to remember that 30 to 40% 
of the barley grown on the prairies 
goes for malting. This fact is one 
which meang a great deal to the 
farmer because malting barley is 
usually sold over and above quota 
and also keep in mind that malting 
barley is a premium product, only 
the highest quality is accepted, no 
second quality is worth while. 
There has always been much con- 
troversy as to what quality is re- 
quired for malting purposes, but 
the persons who must be satisfied 
are the final users of the product, 
the malting companies. 

At this time of year quality in 
malting barley is often lost by one 
or more of the following operations. 

1. Harvesting too early - Early 
harvest often results in shrunken 
kernels and lack of maturity. Mal- 
ting barley must be plump and ma- 
ture, Green kernels automatically 
reduce it to feed quality. 

2, Poor swathing — Malting bar- 
ley must be of good color, free from 
discoloration. If the swath allows 
the heads to touch the ground or 
remain buried in the swath, poor 
quality will result. 

3. Poor threshing —Remember, 
high quality malting barley in the 
swath is often converted to feed 
quality by simply passing through 
the combine. Even a few skinned. 
peeled or broken kernels in a sam- 
ple will cause the sample to be re- 
jected for malting, Better to leave 
the awn attached to the kernel 
than to set up the machine to re- 
move all the awn and run the risk 
of also peeling some of the kernels. 
A slow cylinder speed is recommen- 
ded together with a little slack in 
the concaves and a good set of 
sieves. 

4. Once the barley is threshed. 
care should be used in handling the 
grain, some damage will result from 
ie augers, and high speed hand- 
ing.

As I am only a student, I will not 
try to suggest a remedy for this 
situation, but I believe that if the 
public js aware of its serious effects, 
something will be done to rectify it.

FREEZER SECTIONS 
CHEST OR UPRIGHT? 

If well built, the two types will 
operate equally well. The choice 
depends chiefly on the family’s 
preference. 

CHEST 
ADVANTAGES 


1, Initial cost less, and operating 
cost slightly lower. 

2. Top of chest can be used for 
counter space. 

3. Storage space more flexible 
for irregular-shaped packages, such 
as turkeys, bulky roasts, etc. 

4. When lid is opened - very little 
exchange of cold dry freezer air 
with warm moist outside air, since 
cold air is heavier than warm. Thus 
leas fluctuation in temperature. 

5, In order to get at packages in 
lower section of full freezer, those

DISADVANTAGES

Nudists Have 
No Delinquents 


No crime has ever been reported 
among Canada’s 11,00 nudists in 
their 25 year history. Nor has 
there been any juvenile deliquency, 
alchoholism, mental iliness or ner- 
vous disorders in any of their 24 
Canadian camps, reporte Eve Szul- 
ner, in the August issue of Liberty. 

“The human body can be about 
as sexy as @ flower pot.” says Miss 
Szulner, who “ate, joked, argued 
and prayed” with nudists at Gien 
Boho camp near Sst. Catharines, 
Ontario. “The spotty reputation of 
these colonies is simply the reflec- 
tion of society's guilt-complex for 
its misuse of the human body.” 

Last year, Canadian nudist col- 
Onies approved 200, of 1,000 appli- 
cations for membership at a yearly 
rate of $35 per family. Married 
couples must join together. Single 
people can make up only 25% of 
the members, to maintain the fam- 
ily atmosphere and discourage any 
“sick searchers of sex.” 

“Complete nudity isn’t exciting,” 
says Karl Ruehle, manager of ‘he 
St. Catharines camp. “It’s the par- 
tial nudity like scanty bathing 
‘Suits, that’s exciting. Nudist child- 
ren develop a natural and mature 
knowledge of the human body.” 

One particular feature Miss 
Szulner noticed at the camp was 
that men carry plastic hand-bags. 
One member jokingly suggested 
cross-breeding nudists with kan- 
garoos, then add, “No that wouldn't 
do, Male kangaroos have no pock- 
ets.” 

“In polite society, where no part 
of your anatomy below the solar 
plexus is admitted to exist, nudists 
are dismissed as exhibitionists, re- 
ligious maniacs or orackpots with 
perverse sexual overtones”. Miss 
Szulner writes. “Actually, they're 
the cleanest-minded people I've 
met. Along with their cloths, 
they've removed all mystery from 
the shady aspects of sex.”
